1.’ A safo house or snfo area, bub nob a military prison, 
concentration camp, barracks, etc., should bo provided. 
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For "^diTICl!UKd ,, , in particular, two adjoining rooms v;ith bath 
aro desirable. One of tho rooms should contain a bed, studio couch or 
cot. Tho ndjoininr, room mentioned is essential for setting up the 
technical equipment. This room, of course, is also essential as an 
observation room and listening post for persons interested in tho case 
to make notes and prepare questions as tho interrogation dcvelopes. 


b. Technics! Facilities 
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1. The team going from headquarters v/ill either carry with i t or 
send by special shipmont the nccossary technical equipment including 
electronic, chcmicnL and photographic equipment. ilowover, it would 
be a valuable • contribution to the operation if the field would ini >rm 
headquarters as to the technical oquipment that is available at the 
stations. Included in this should be a statement as to what typo of 
current is available (AC or DC, voltage range, frequency); who -her 
variacs are* available; whether or not tho station has a working, rccoidoi 
and, if so, v:ln.t type (wire rncordors aro not regarded as officiont lor 
this typo of work); and who tho r or not certain standard, hosite tal- type 
medical supplies can be procured on tho scone without difficulty.
